ORDER 

( Passed on this 24th day of November, 1998.) 

This case relates to the proposal of the MOPT about revision of its 
vessel-related charges. The case was decided on 27 July 98 when an 11 % 
increase in the tariff was approved. While passing the order, the Authority had 
also suggested for adoption an efficiency-linked increase in the vessel-related 
charges. The MOPT and the GMOEA were requested to use the suggested 
formulation as a starting point and develop an operable model. This has not 
happened. In spite of several meetings convened for the purpose by the 
MOPT, it has not been possible for an agreed model to emerge. It is in this 
context that the MOPT has proposed adoption of the formulation suggested by 
this Authority. 

2. In our earlier order, we had stated that in the absence of any agreement 
and if the parties were willing to give it a try, the formulation given by the 
Authority might be taken up for (experimental) adoption This was done to save 
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time and pave the way for implementation of the arrangement without a further 
reference to the Authority. Unfortunately, in the absence of any agreement 
between the parties, even about willingness to give our formulation a try, It has 
become necessary for this Authority to pass a fresh order in the matter. 

3.1. As has repeatedly been stressed by us, this Authority is committed to 
encouraging improvements in operational efficiency and will be inclined to 
support justifiable provisions in the tariff structure to motivate better and higher 
levels of performance. The MOPT has admittedly effected significant 
improvements in operational efficiency. The port-users have also 
acknowledged it. The Authority is, therefore, keen to utilise this opportunity for 
developing an operable model to use the tariff-leverage for effecting 
improvements in operational efficiency. Unfortunately, The logic of this 
proposition has not been fully appreciated by the parties concerned. 

3.2. To refuse to entertain the proposition on the ground that there will be 
difficulties in determining definitively the reasons for delay, etc., may amount to 
scuttling a good initiative on inadequate consideration. It is relevant to point out 
here that, we had ourselves referred to such practical difficulties in our order of 
27 July 98. 

4.1. In their verbal submission to us, the GMOEA have stated that they have 
engaged a professional Consultant to develop a foolproof model based on 
totally reliable data. While we do welcome this initiative, we do not consider it 
an adequate reason for (indefinitely) postponing commencement of this (new) 


initiative. 
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4.2. Based on experience gained from operationalisation of the formulation 
given by us, improvements can be made to reduce subjectivity of assessments 
and other practical difficulties. And, as and when the ‘model’, being developed 
by the GMOEA, becomes available, further refinements can be introduced with 
reference thereto. 

5. In the result, and for the reasons given above, the efficiency-linked 
increase in the vessel-related charges as detailed in para (11.1) of our order 
dated 27 July 98 is hereby approved for adoption. In view of the fact that the 
parties have had sufficient notice of this proposition, there will be no need for it 
to be given a 30-day lead-time for adoption. The MOPT is authorised to 
implement this formulation with effect from the date of notification of this order 
in the Gazette of India.
